FIRST PART OF SPURGEON’S SERMON 


Ill. But Now We Come to the 
Resurrection of the Wicked 


Will the wicked rise too? Here 
is a point of controversy. I shall 
have some hard things to say 
now; I may detain you long, but 
I beg you, nevertheless, hearken 
to me. Yes, the wicked shall rise. 

The first proof is given in the 
2nd Epistle to’ the Corinthians, 
chapter 5, verse 10: “We must all 
appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ; that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.” Now, 
since we are ail to appear, the 
wicked must appear, and they 
will receive the deeds done in the 
bedy. Since the body sins, it is 
only natural that the body should 
be punished. It would be unjust 
to punish the soul and not the 
body, for the body has had as 
much to do with sin as ever the 
soul has had. But wherever I go 
now, I hear it.said: “The minis- 
ters in old times were wont to 
say there was fire in Hell for our 
bodies, but it is not so; it is meta- 
phorical fire, fancied fire.” Ah! it 
is not so. You shall receive the 
things done in your body. Though 
vour souls shall be punished, your 
bodies will be punished as well. 
You who are sensual and devilish, 
do not care about your souls be- 
ing punished, because You never 
think about your souls; but if I 
tell vou of bodily punishment. you 
will think of it far more. Christ 
may have said that the _ soul 
should be punished; but He far 
more frequently described the 
bedyv in misery in order to impress 
HIS hearers; for He knew that 
they were sensual and devilish, 
and that nothing that did not af- 
fect the body would touch them 
in the least. ‘‘We must all appear 
before the judgment seat of 
Christ; that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in the body, 
according to that we have done, 
whether it be good or bad.” 

But this is not the only text to 
prove the doctrine; I will give you 
a better one, Matt. v. 29: “If thy 
right eye offend thee, pluck it 
out, and cast it from thee: for it 
is profitable for thee that one of 
thy members should perish, and 
not that thy whole body should 
be cast into hell’’—not “thy whole

soul,” but “thy whole body.” Man, 
this does. not say that thy soul 
shall be in Hell, that is affirmed

Matters of doctrine and essen- 
tial method in Christian work 
ought to be settled by the plain 
statements of the Bible. However, 
those who are not willing to go 
by the plain statements of the Bi- 
ble often attack the witness of 
those who stand up for Christ 
and the Bible. 

I do not think such _ people 
necessarily mean to deceive. Since 
they cannot defend themselves 
with the Scriptures, they try to 
defend themselves by appealing to 
somebody’s testimony or practice, 
even though it may_not be good 
proof. 

Of course we can find other 
people who fail to follow the Bi- 
ble. We still ought to go by what 
God said even if everybody else 
did wrong. 


Moody Would Not “Appear on 
the Same Platform With 
One Who Denied the 

Deity of Christ”’ 


However, it has been widely 

quoted by paid publicity men that 
D. L. Moody associated with mod- 
ernists, those who did not believe 
the Bible, etc., in his great city- 
wide campaigns. That simply is 
not true. 
_ This is made clear in Dr. Wilbur 
Smith’s book, - Dwight Lyman 
Moody Annotated Bibliography. 
The book was published by Moody 
Bible Institute in 1948. On page 50 
Dr. Smith quotes from the book, 
Glimpses of Fifty Years, by Fran- 
ces E. Willard. That book says: 


“Miss Willard, of course, was 
primarily interested in temper- 
ance; Mr. Moody in the preach- 
ing of the Gospel. Mr. Moody 
would have no fellowship on 
the platform in any conference 
or convention with Unitarians. 
When visiting in Boston in 1877, 
Miss Willard was asked to ad- 
dress the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union Convention 
at Malden. Mr. Moody remon- 
strated with her, holding that 
she ought not to appear on the 
same platform with one who de- 
nied the deity of Christ. Miss 
Willard felt she should carry 
her temperance message every- 
where and appear in any meet- 


ing where she _ was_ invited,

Again W.-H. Ryder, Universalist 
preacher, in his tract, An Open 
Letter From Chicago to D.. L. 
Moody, Hsq., the Evangelist, said, 
“Tl believe you have made a mis- 
take in planning your meetings by 
excluding the so-called nonevan- 
gelical sects from participation in 
them.” 

In The Life of D..L. Moody by 
his son, on page 497, we read: 


“In the last summer of his 
life Mr. Moody thus defined the 
Northfield platform: 

“*The central idea of the 
Northfield Conference is Chris- 
tian unity, and the invitation is 
to all denominations and to. all 
wings of denominations; but it 
is understood that along with 
the idea of Christian unity goes 
the Bible as it stands.’ ”’ 


The only basis of unity with D. 
L. Moody was “THE BIBLE AS 
IT STANDS,” according to his 


own plain statement.

Chapter X 


The Harm Done by Hyper-Calvinism 
Heresy 


A doctrine cannot be aimscrip-) 


tural without doing actual harm. 
God’s way is right; man’s way is 
wrong. And when the doctrine on 
the matter of salvation is wrong, 
it is certain to hinder the cause 
of Christ. So the human philoso- 
phy of hyper-Calvinism, the doc- 
trine of hyper-Calvinism, the doc- 
trine that every detailed event 
that happens in all the world was 
foreordained of God and had to 
happen, every sin was ordained of 
God, every act of a Christian or 
of a sinner, and that everyone was 
either foreordained to be saved 
before he was born, without hav- 
ing any free choice in the matter, 
or was damned without any pos- 
sibility of his being saved—that 
doctrine is hurtful and has done 
great harm to the cause of Christ. 


I. Hyper-Calvinists Actually 
Hinder and Oppose Gospel 
Preaching and Soul 
Winning 
If it seems shocking to accuse 
any group of opposing gospel 
preaching and hindering soul win- 
ning, a little thought here will 
show that hyper-Calvinists must 
inevitably oppose soul-winning ac- 
tivities of those who try to get 
every sinner to repent, of those 
who offer salvation freely as pur- 
chased on Calvary for every per- 
son. Hyper-Calvinists 
violently with the thought that 
lost sinners can repent and that 
it is a man’s own fault if he will 
not turn to Christ and be saved. 
For example,. the bock, Who- 
soever Will, by Professor Her- 
man Hoeksema, is written to an- 
swer the evangelical and literal 
interpretation of Revelation 22:17 
——*, ,.; And whosoever. will, let 
him take the water of life freely.” 
Professor Hoeksema_ says. that 
“whosoever will” may come, but 
that a sinner cannot even wil! to 
come unless he is foreordained to 
come to Christ. And he takes up 
invitation after invitation to sin- 
ners given in the Bible, to explain 


disagree. 


that they do not mean what they 
appear to mean, but that “That 
work is absolutely divine. Man 
has no part in it, and cannot pos- 
sibly cooperate with God in his 
own salvation. In no sense of the 
word, and at no stage of the work, 
does salvation depend upon the 
will or work of man, or wait for 
the determination of his will.” 


And what is the attitude of 
Professor Hoeksema toward gos- 
pel preaching and evangelism? He 
says, on page 91: 

“But. thanks be to God, the 
Light of the world does not shine 
by the grace and good will of the 
darkness; it is sovereign. It is not 
dependent on the will of the sin- 
ner: it is irresistible. It is not con- 
tingent upon the begging and 
pleading and contortions of a mod- 
ern hawker of Jesus, but sends its 
piercing and illuminating rays 
whithersoever it wills.” Professor 
Hoeksema_ speaks slightingly of 
“the begging and pleading and 
contortions of a modern hawker 
of Jesus,” 

Again, on pages 108 and 109, 
Professor Hoeksema says: 

“All the mere peremptory it is 
to inquire into the meaning of 
coming to Jesus because of the 
abominable travesty of it that is 
presented by many a modern self- 
styled evangelist and revivalist. 
And it is high time that the 
Church, that is the custodian of 
the gospel, and to whom alone is 
given the commission to preach 
the Word, should raise her voice 
aloud in protest against the widely 
practiced evil of hawking Jesus, 
and of presenting Him as the 
cheapest article on the religious 
market, that may either be pro- 
cured or rejected by the sinner 
at will. To come to Jesus is, ac- 
cording to a very usual phrase, 
to accept Him as. our’ personal 
Saviour.” 

In the same paragraph, Profes- 
sor Hoeksema continues: 

“QO, indeed, they admit that sal- 
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vation is of grace, and some of 
these hawkers of salvation even 
prattle of soveréign grace; but 
this grace is, nevertheless, pre- 
sented as enervated and paralyzed 
if the sinner refuses its saving 
operation!” 


And then follows a rather cari- 
catured account of evangelistic 


_ preaching and of the public invita- 
tion to accept Christ, which the 


hyper-Calvinist despises. Professor 
Hoeksema continues as follows: 


“And this gives rise to all the 


evils of which Arminianism gone 


wild affords daily demonstrations 
from pulpits and over the air. The 
Sinner’s power to accept or re- 
ject Jesus receives all the empha- 
sis, and the result is that the act 
itself of coming to Christ is pre- 
sented as something natural and 
very simple. All that is required 
of the sinner is to raise his hand, 
or to come to the front, or to 
kneel down by the radio, and re- 
peat after the preacher: “I accept 
Jesus as my personal Saviour,’ 
and the matter is settled.” 


Notice the sectarian bias, the 
misrepresentation in this passage. 
In the first place, some soul win- 
ners are Arminian and some are 
not. Most ‘of the Presbyterians 
are not Arminians. Practically 
none of the Baptists are Armin- 
ians. Most of those in the inde- 
pendent, fundamental movement, 
aligned with the Bible institutes, 
the independent. Christian colleges 
and magazines, are not Arminian. 
To say that to invite sinners to 
come to Christ is Arminianism 


is a bald misrepresentation. It is 


a part of the fallacy of this man- 
made philosophy that there are 
only two plans of salvation held 
by Christians, Arminianism and 
hyper-Calvinism. 

Again, what a sorry and evil 
misrepresentation of evangelistic 
preaching is this word py this hy- 
per-Calvinist! The Professor says, 
“All that is required of the sin- 
ner is to raise his hand, or to 
come to the front, or to kneel 
down by the radio, and repeat af- 
ter the preacher: ‘I accept Jesus 
as my personal Saviour,’ and the 
matter is settled.’ Any man who 
ever publishes a book or profes- 
ses to speak with any authority in 
religious matters ought to know 
that no reputable soul winner in 
the world teaches that one is 
saved by raising his hand or saved 
by coming down to the front, or 
saved by kneeling down by the 
radio, or saved by repeating the 
phrase, “I accept Jesus as my 
personal Saviour.” That it is such 
a bald-faced misrepresentation 
and so often repeated by hyper- 
Calvinists shows that there is a 
deadly enmity toward real soul 
winners, and that this bias, this 
prejudice, this enmity leads them 
to misrepresent the facts. 

Every great evangelist in the 
world accepted either by Armin- 
ians or by others who believe in 
the eternal security of a believer 
knows there must be a heart re- 
pentance, a turning away from 
sin in the heart, and a personal 
trust, faith, committal to Jesus 
Christ. I have read the sermons 
of the greatest soul winners of 
the past. I have known the great 
soul winners from Billy Sunday 
and Gipsy Smith on down to the 
present. I know, and every in- 
formed man knows that none of! 
them ever thought one was saved 
by raising a hand, by coming to 
the front, by kneeling down by the 
radio, or by repeating any phrase 
in the world. I do not believe 
that Professor Hoeksema_ thinks 
so. If he does think so, it shows 
how blinded he is by his animosity 
toward gospel preaching. But 
that kind of thing is taught theo- 
logical students, is preached in 
the pulpits, in open opposition to 
gospel preaching everywhere that 
hyper-Calvinists- have a good 
hearing. - 

Dr. H. A. Tronside, in his beok, 
A Short History of the Brethren 
Movement, tells how Jchn Nelson 
Darby, the principal founder and 
authority of the whole Plymouth 
Brethren movement, was invited 
by D. L. Moody to preach in the 
Chicago Avenue Church of which 
Moody was pastor, now called 
Moody Memorial Church, But in 
the midst of the week, Darby be- 
came so incensed at Moody’s insist- 
ence on saying that “whosoever 
will’ should come and be saved, 
that Darby broke off the services, 
did not finish his announced series, 
and left. Darby was himself a hy- 
per-Calvinist, as some of his fol-

The most significant inter-faith

“Lineup.” Nightly sessions of this 
vast ecumenical endeavor will be 
held in the Cow Palace, .the huge 
sports arena of the Golden West 
which not only was the site of 
Eisenhower’s last nomination but 
was also the scene of the 1955 
“Festival of Faith’ promoted by 
Mrs. Wm. Lister Rogers in: which 
priests of different religions wor- 
shiped various gods. 


The tide of fundamentalist 
opinion over America is under- 
going a change as a result of the 
inclusive character of such meet- 
ings, the meager results when all 
is said and done, the exorbitant 
costs of staging the whole pro- 
gram, the confusion that has been 
introduced into evangelical Chris- 
tianity, and the division within the 
body of Christ because of the un- 
scriptural requirements which the 
Crusade imposes on churches who 
desire to win souls. ‘The average 
financial cost of securing one con- 
vert would enable any cone of the 
cooperating churches to bring in 
any of the nation’s best evange- 
lists for a two-week period with 
all expenses paid. 

Three basic objections are to be 
observed: 1. The evangelist is be- 
ing supported, promoted, and used 
by sponsors who do not believe 
the Blood Gospel which he is com- 
missioned to preach. 2. Christian 
recognition and endorsement is 
given on the platform to reli- 
gious leaders who openly reject the 
historic Christian faith (Van Du- 
sen, McCracken, Sockman, Peale). 
3. Converts are then returned to 
churches which repudiate the Gos- 
pel by which they are saved and 
scoff at the Book which provides 
the only spiritual nourishment for 
the newborn babe in Christ. A 
shameful set of ethics which plac- 
es the selfish welfare of the mod- 
ernistic sponsors above the high- 
est spiritual welfare of the new 
convert governs this fantastic type 
evangelism. Many conservatives 
feel that by washing their hands 
before. and after this deal they 
can be innocent of the blood of 
these converts. In Matthew 18:6 
Jesus says, “But whoso shall of- 
fend one of these little ones which 
believe in me, it were better for 
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him that a millstone were hanged 
about his neck, and that he were 
drowned in the depth of the sea.” 


What is ecumenical evangelism? 
It may be defined as that inclu- 
sive interdenominational program 
to bring revival to two different 
religions through an ecclesiastical 
combine of modernists and funda- 
mentalists, where a solemn agree- 
ment is made that the message 
will be fundamental, but that the 
control will be liberal. This is a 
new thing in these latter days. It 
was made possible when a God- 
anointed evangelist changed his 
methods but retained his message. 
It proved an unexpected victory 
for the ecumenical forces of Chris- 
tendom, but a tragic defeat for 
those who “earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once delivered 
to the saints.” 


Courageous fundamentalist lead- 
ers have become alarmed, and 
gradually, after sober thought, 
they are coming out into the open 
in opposition to this movement 
which gives direct aid and comfort 
to the promoters of the apostate 
world church. Some of the maga- 
zines which have __ positionized 
themselves squarely, even at great 
cost are: THE Voice, THE SWworRD

I. The Executive Committee

By using the term loosely, we 
do not identify more than 7 fun- 
damentalists on the Executive 
Committee of 27 members, and it 
is unlikely that more than two or 
three of these would admit they are 
fundamentalists. We do not know 
of any who are concerned with the 
deepening shadows of the apos- 
tasy. Of the 27 men, not more than 
seven are non-Council men. ‘The 
liberals and the Councils of 
Churches representatives could 
command a three-fourths vote at 
any time in the disposition of 
money and converts. The tragic 
conclusion is that total and com- 
plete control is in the hands of the 
liberals. Let us examine some of 
the leaders. 


1. Mrs. Wm. Lister Rogers, a 
charming lady, is the co-chairman 
of the finance committee of the 
Crusade. She has been the presi- 
dent of the San Francisco Council 
of Churches for the past few 
years. As the originator and chair- 
man of the 1955 “Festival. of 
Faith,’ she is no stranger to the 
Cow Palace. Of all the blasphe- 
mous insults against the God of 
Heaven, this is probably the most 
iniquitous. in this century. How- 
ever, Mrs. Rogers is very sincere 
in what is a difficult task of col- 
lecting the offerings from the un- 
godly industrialists. “General Mo- 
tors” evangelism is not as easy 
as it might sound. 

2. Dr. Sandford Fleming is the 
scholarly chairman of the General 
Crusade Committee, and therefore 
one of the most influential men 
of the committee. He is a former 
president of the Northern Califor- 
nia Council of Churches, former 
president of the American Baptist 
Convention, and up until recently 
the president for 20 years of 
Berkeley Baptist Divinity School, 
Which has trained a stream of 
ministers and missionaries who 
openly reject the verbal inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures. It is not 
an uncommon thing for a Jewish 
rabbi to speak in the BBDS Cha- 
pel. The inclusive policy of this 
school shades toward unitarian- 
ism, With. fraternization with the 
radically liberal Pacific School of 
Religion which in turn has close 
ties with the Unitarian Starr King 
School for the Ministry. Exchange 
of students in different classes 
has been carried on. 


3. Dr. Paul K. Shelford, Execu- 
tive Director of the Northern Cali- 
fornia Council of Churches since 
January 1, He recently came from 
a high office in the New York 
office of the American Baptist 
Convention. He served as assistant 
to president of the Baptist Mis- 
sionary Training School, a known 
liberal school; then assistant to 
president at Andover Newton 
Theological Seminary, which had 
Dr. Nels Ferre, Dr. Wesner Fal- 
law, and other deniers of the deity 
of Christ, on the faculty. In New 
York Dr. Shelford served as as- 
sistant to Dr. Ralph Johnson, new 
president of the Berkeley Baptist 
Divinity School. 


4. Dr. Ronald Adams, dynamic 
pastor of Oakland’s First Bap- 
tist Church, succeeding Dr. 
George Derbyshire. Dr. Adams 
served as president of the Ameri- 
can Baptist Foreign Mission So- 
ciety. In 1955 Dr. Adams public- 
ly defended G. Bromley Oxnam as 
a devoted Christian leader on the 
oecasion of the 55-minister protest 
to the Bishop’s appearance in 
Oakland as the Reformation Day 
speaker. This young leader said 
im the Oakland Tribune, February 
24, 1958, page 12D, concerning Dr. 
Graham, “I pray that he will 
bring thousands of us into a closer 
walk with God—even though we 
cannot meet in untroubled agree- 
ment on all points in our evalua- 
tion of Dr. Graham’s theology and 
methods.” 

5. Dr. Carl G. Howie, Co-chair-

We have often said, ‘Good men 
are reasonable men.’

Now, the significant thing is that 
there is more happiness on Bob 
Jones University campus than any 
place I have ever seen: anywhere 
in America. Our young people 
come from good, Christian homes. 
The student body makes the rules 
in line with our by-laws and 
charter, and we have a committee 
on revision that revises any rule 
or adds any rules year by year 
that will make more effective the 
carrying out of the plans and pur- 
poses for which the University 
was founded. When a person is 
unable to see a successful cause 
and unable to evaluate why that 
cause is successful and is critical 
of the cause that is successful, 
then that person is fundamentally 
twisted, not in his mind but in 
his heart.

The trouble has never been with 
the head of man. It is always with 
the heart. God asks us for our 
hearts. It is with the heart that 
man believeth unto righteousness.

A man has to 
be born again, which means he has 
to have a new heart, to even see 
spiritual values. The trouble with 
our modern world is not with the 
head-thinking of man, It is with 
heart-thinking. The Bible 
recognizes the fact that ‘as a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he.” 


We Christians are to bring ev- 
ery thought into captivity to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. If our Lord 
controls the thinking of our 
hearts, we will have no trouble 
with our heads. If a problem 
comes up that is not in our in- 
tellectual realm, we are to go to 
some good, born-again Christian 
who does understand the problem, 
and we are to borrow brain. If 
it Were not so serious, it would 
really be amusing sometimes when 
we talk to worldly, unconverted 
people who say,: “Well, here is 
the way I look at it.”

Juvenile Delinquency 

Indiana Council for Chil- 
dren and Youth spent two years 
surveying 40,000 people in their 
state, a cross-section of residents 
in all 92 counties, seeking to deter- 
mine from the people most direct- 
ly affected by juvenile delinquency 
the principal factors causing it. 
They listed 24 factors cited most 
frequently as causes by parents, 
teenagers, policemen, and teachers 
questioned. From the positive side,

causes. 


The factor usually described as 
the chief cause, “insecurity,” was 
held by the Hoosiers as being just 
as overrated as it is indefinite, In- 
stead, the teenage boys listed nar- 
cotics as the Number One con- 
tributor to delinquency among 
their own number. The teenage 
girls put liquor at the top of their 
list as causing delinquency in their 
group. Chief causes listed by par- 
ents were “lack of religious influ- 
ence,” listed by those in the 36 
through 45 age bracket, and “lack 
of discipline within the family” 
and “broken homes” by the young- 
er parents. 

The survey emphasizes the truth 
that teaching children to be law- 
abiding citizens involves both a 
positive and negative approach. 
There are certain things which are 
wrong and a consistent parent 
must make certain his children do 
not obtain them or do them, On 
the other hand, there is a positive 
approach of discipline, religious in- 
struction in the things of the Word 
of God, and character building 
which cannot be overlooked. In 
raising children the cost is great 
but the. rewards are. greater. 
“Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he 
will not depart from it” (Prov. 
22:6).

The Revised Standard Version 
and the Apecrypha

Christians everywhere should 
protest against the decision to 
print the Apocrypha as part of the 
Revised Standard Version, and to 
label the entire book as “The 
Holy Bible.” 

God led the writers of the books 
of the Old and New Testament 
in such a way that what they 
wrote is actually the Word of God, 
is free from error, and is an infal- 
lible guide for Christians in their 
life and practice. 

The so-called Apocryphal books 
of the Old Testament—the four- 


teen books which are to be added 
to the Revised Standard Version 

are books written by godly Jews 
and containing only their fallible 
human ideas. ‘They are in no sense 
the Word of God, nor can they 
ever become the Word of God. 
The Jews did not consider these 
books as part of the Word of God. 
Jesus Christ did not set His seal 
upon them as He did upon the ac- 
tual books of the Old Testament. 
They are never quoted in the New 
Testament. There is no evidence

Here we print a letter to Dr. 
Ernest Pickering, the president of 
the Independent Fundamental 
Churches of America, in answer to 
a kind letter from him. 


“Dear Dr. Pickering: 

“Thank you for your letter. I 
note your report that a pastor 
recently stated to you that ‘he did 
not see how I could oppose the 
methods of Billy Graham when I 
(he said) had used the same 
methods in past campaigns.’ And 
you said, ‘He had in mind a cam- 
paign which you held a few years 
ago in Altoona, Pennsylvania,... 
sponsored by a group of churches 
in which were found modernists.’ 

“T am giad to. have the question 
and glad to answer it fully and 
honestly. 


“1. That kind of talk has been 
deliberately spread by the paid 
workers of Dr. Billy Graham, try- 
ing to excuse Dr. Graham for yok- 
ing up with unbelievers. First, 
there was an article making this 
false statement, published in 
Christian Life magazine, written 
by Dr. Paul S. Rees of Minneap- 
olis. Then there was an article 
published by Dr. Watson, Billy’s 
protege, at Trinity College in 
Florida, and published in the De- 
fender magazine and others. ac- 
cusing me of having campaigns 
sponsored by groups. including 
modernists. Then Brother George 
L. Edstrom from the Billy Gra- 
ham offices in Minneapolis wrote 
to the scurrilous Baptist Exam- 
iner, saying that I had had such 
meetings under the sponsorship of 
modernists. It was published in 
that magazine. 


“Dr. Rees, then associated with 
Dr. Graham, took a statement out 
of our book, How to Have a Re- 
vival, in which I said: that all who 
believed in my kind of preaching 
and teaching, on the great fun- 
damentals of the faith, and want- 
ed people genuinely born again by 
personal faith in Jesus should be 
invited to the meetings and to 
bring their people. He interpreted 
that to mean that I would have 
modernists on committees and as 
sponsors of the campaigns, al- 
though on the .adjoining page 
(page 320) I had expressly said, 
‘Worldly preachers ought not to 
be put in place of leadership in 
revival plans. Men who are wrong 
on principal doctrines of the Bible 
ought not to be set up ‘to direct 
the policies or select the evange- 
list. Key positions ought to be 
held by the most consecrated and 
faithful and useful Christian men.’ 
And again and again I emphasize 
in that book that my own preach- 
ing stresses the verbal inspira- 
blood, a literal Hell for Christ-re- 
jecting sinners. There is a whole 
chapter which I wrote on ‘Why 
Preach Against Sin?’ I say that 
John the Baptist was a proper 
model for New Testament preach- 
ers. And I have a whole section, 
page 164 and 165, on why modern- 
ists oppose my kind of preaching 
against sin. 


The Facts About Editor’s 
Altoona Campaign 

“2. In the particular case at Al- 
toona, these are the facts. I was in- 
vited by a noble Christian layman, 
now dead, and by a privately ap- 
pointed committee to:ecme to Al- 
toona for revival. Since the invit- 
ing committee did not represent 
any churches directly, I called 


long distance to Brother Stoll, 
Calvary Independent Fundamen- 


tal Church, and talked to him. I 
toid him frankly that I would not 
come for the revival campaign un- 
less the out-and-out fundamental 
churches, including his own, were 
for the campaign and approved 
the set-up. He assured me that 
he and, I believe, Rev. Breckbill, 
who was pastor then in Altoona, 
were pleased with the set-up and 
would co-operate heartily in the 
campaign.

“In the meantime, the good Jay- 
man who was working to promote 
the campaign in every way possi- 
ble, went before the ministerial 
association, told them that he was 
setting up a revival again as he 
had done each year for several 
years, and asked them to vote 
to approve the campaign, and 
then their people would feel free 
to come. They did vote thus to 
approve the campaign. It was all 
underst6od that the campaign was 
already set up, the committees 
appointed, the evangelist selected, 
etc. They were not on the com- 
mittee. They did not sponsor the 
compaign. They took no responsi- 
bility. Many of the ministers nev- 
er attended, and none of those 
representing the ministerial as- 
sociation had any official part 
whatever in the campaign. If any 


modernist ever attended, he came }: 


as a private citizen. That was 
the set-up and that is the way it 
was publicly announced, and the 
way everybody understood it. 


“After the ministerial associa- 
tion voted their approval of the 
campaign, Brother Ralph Stoll 
and, I think, Brother Breckbill 
did not co-operate. A young bro- 
ther then wrote a_hot-headed 
article for the Christian Beacon 
which was published.

Christian people ought to take 
much more interest in giving a 
Christian testimony, in influencing 
our newpapers, radio programs, 
city, state, and national govern- 
ments than we now do. Christian 
people ought to try to use Chris- 
tian influence and Christian testi- 
mony in every touch with life 
about us. We ought to vote and 
campaign against liquor and gam- 
bling. We ought to use every in- 
fluence to see that anti-Christian 
teaching is curbed in nigh schools 
and colleges. We ought to work 
hard to see that the emphasis 
on Christmas and Easter is defi- 
nitely Christian and true to the 
Scriptures, instead of being world- 
ly, commercial, and sometimes 
profane. 

Tim Spencer, famous recording 
artist and song writer, long with 
the Sons of the Pioneers, writes 
urging that Christian people buy 
gospel-song records, that we write 
radio stations and programs ask- 
ing for gospel songs. 

He says: “There are approxi- 
mately 10,000 fan letters written 
each year to the various disc 
jockeys throughout the nation re- 
questing certain records to be 


played, and in my research this 
past year, I discovered that less 
than % of 1% of.the letters re- 


ceived by dise jockeys request a 
religious recording to be played. 
In talking with disc jockeys, I 
learned that the largest majority 
of them make up their programs 
and play their records on the basis 
of these written requests, and 
many use the record sales charts 
as a guide to the popularity of 
certain recordings. 


“T personally feel our musical 
diet is tremendously out of pro- 
portion, both in the homes and 
on the air waves, and I see no 
hope for this tragic condition un- 
less Christian people awaken to 
their responsibility. and privilege 
in starting a campaign to encour- 
age the American public to sup- 
port their religious recording art- 
ists by: 

‘“(a) Purchasing. religious re- 
cordings from their religious out- 
lets for their homes. 

“(b) Writing to all the disc 
jockeys periodically requesting 
certain religious artists and re- 
cords to be played. 


“(e) Religious leaders emphasiz- 
ing to their follewers and congre- 
gations the significance and im- 
portance of readjusting the music- 
al diet of the world to its proper 
proportion. 

“Tt is very easy for us Chris- 
tian people to condemn certain 
popular artists and the recording 
companies for the types of songs 
they sing, produce and sell, but 
what is the answer? And what do 
we propose to do about it?” 


Spencer gives us Christians an 
honest challenge: “Do we believe 
that we have a message for a 
troubled world more important,” 
he asks, than the popular foolish- 
ness of rock ’n roll songs, night 
club favorites, and dance bands? 

Remember, if you listen to a 
dise jockey on the radio, you have 
as much right as anybody else to 
request .the songs you want to 
hear. And when many people ask 
for gospel songs, they will be 
played and they will do good, 

Christian homes ought to have 
eospel-song records. Some of the 
most beautiful music in the world 
is available, definitely Christian, 
and it will fill the need of young 
hearts who long for sweet music 
to express the emotions of the 
heart. Let’s put Christ in our 
homes and on the air waves 
through a consistent emphasis on 
gospel records.

Chafer 
said that evangelists give the pub- 
lic invitation as a simple way to 
get more obvious and visible re- 
sults to get more money.

And in churches led by Dr. Chaf- 
er’s pupils, there has been a tend- 
ency not only to shut out evange- 
lists, but to avoid the public in- 
vitation and to sneer at so-called 
emotionalism, and otherwise _ hin- 
der evangelists and evangelism, 

I have preached all over the 
South and again and again in 
communities where the Primitive 
Baptists, hyper-Calvinists, had a 
foothold, and there was open op- 
position to the preaching of the 
grace of God, open opposition to 
urging sinners to repent, open op- 
position to the revival campaigns, 
to the public invitation for peo- 
ple to receive Christ and confess 
Him. Again and again I have seen 
parents interfere with their own 
deeply convicted young people 
who wanted to be saved, because 
the parents were hyper-Calvinists 
and were so desperately opposed 
to soul-winning efforts and the 
ardent proclamation of the Gospel. 


I have found the same situation 
to exist wherever Dutch Reformed 
people have had _ widespread 
preaching of their predestination 
doctrine. In several areas in Mich- 
igan one who comes to have re- 
vival campaigns will meet the 
stolid indifference of a _popula- 
tion which has been taught that 
they need not fret, because if they 
are to be saved they will be saved 
without being active in the mat- 
ter at all, and if they will be 
damned, they cannot help it. The 
soul winner will there have also 
the active opposition of those who 
oppose the straight-out preaching 
of the invitations of Christ for sin- 
ners to repent, to trust Him, to 
come to Him. Hyper-Caivinism op- 
poses the warmhearted,  Spirit- 
filled effort to win souls. 


I will never forget how shocked 
I was in Texas to meet the family 
of a Primitive Baptist preacher. 
This man would preach two hours 
on predestination, but I found that 
his grown sons were unconverted, 
and the father was not only total- 
ly indifferent about that matter, 
but insisted that no one else 
should try to win them to Christ. 
That is the attitude of hyper- 
Calvinism toward gospel preaching 
and the gospel invitation. 


Il. Hyper-Calvinism Is Either 
Indifferent to or Opposed 
to I'creign Missions 

Of course there will be excep- 
tions. Some people who are hyper- 
Calvinists do love Christ in their 
hearts and so feel His moving of 
concern for sinners. And most hy- 
per-Calvinists will profess that 
they believe in the preaching of 
the Gospel to all the world, But 
in actual practice, hyper-Calvin- 
ism cuts the nerve of soul win- 
ning on the foreign mission field 
as it does at home. 

Did a great foreign mission pro- 
gram arise through the teaching 
and preaching of John Calvin? 
Many hyper-Calvinists will regret 
this fact, and some will deny it, 


no doubt. But the simple truth is. 


that today those most active and 
most burdened about soul winning 
on the foreign field among Pres- 


byterians are not those who be- 
lieve in Calvin’s doctrine of pre- 
destination. In fact,’ nine out of 
ten Presbyterians do not believe 
it, and the great mission program 
of Presbyterians was not built by 
hyper-Calvinists. 


As the Wesleyan revival spread 
in England, of course it affected 
many others besides Methodists 
and many besides Arminians. Mis- 
sions are not primarily an Armin- 
ian enterprise. Most of the Bible- 
believing, soul-winning Christians 
in the world are not Arminian, 
except among Methodists and 
among some Lutheran’ groups. 
But few soul winners are unre- 
served Calvinists. Hyper-Calvin- 
ism does not produce a passion 
for soul winning. 


Do you remember when William 
Carey pleaded with the hyper- 
Calvinists in Presbyterian Scot- 
land to send missionaries to In- 
dia? And do you remember that 
the chairman rose and said, “Sit 
down, Mr. Carey. If God wants 
to save the heathen He will do Jit 
without your help!” That is the 
attitude of hyper-Calvinists to- 
ward missionaries and _ foreign 
missions, when “missions” means 
soul winning. 

In the summer of 1956 I was in 
Japan, addressing some 500 mis- 
Sionaries of the Evangelical Mis- 
sionaries Association of Japan. Dr. 
Donald Barnhouse came _ along, 
and was given some afternoon 
meetings at times when services 
had not been planned. And this 
hyper-Calvinist Presbyterian, Dr. 
Barnhouse, said to the mission- 
aries in my presence, “If people 
are not saved at your mission sta- 
tion, do not blame yourself. Do 
not fret. That is not your fault. 
What a torment I should have if 
I thought the saving of souls de- 
pended upon my faithfulness! No, 
if God is going to save them, He 
will save them, and if they are 
lost, it is not your fault.” Those 
are not the exact words, but that 
is the exact sentiment of his mes- 
sage, 

Again he told the missionaries, 
“If you are saved now, there never 
was any danger of your being lost, 
because God had determined to 
save you.” 

Would you say that that kind 
of talk inspires missionary passion 
and burden for souls? It does not! 

Consciously or unconsciously, 
actively or passively, hyper-Cal- 
vinism opposes and hinders for- 
eign missions as it hinders soul 
winning at home. 


Ill. Hyper-Calvinism Is a Spir- 
it-Deadening Philosophy That 
Ruins Many Individual 
Christians 


This man-made philosophy of 
hyper-Calvinism appeals to a cer- 
tain kind of mind. It appeals to 
the brilliant student more than to 
the ordinary person. It appeals to 
the arrogant and proud more than 
to the humble. It has had deadly 
affect on many who have taken 
up this fad, this philosophy. 

I know a man who did a flam- 
ing work as an evangelist. He 
trained in evangelical -schools. 
Then he held revival campaigns 
in a day when we evangelists had 
to fight our way, had to endure 
all kinds of abuse and suspicion 
and slights. I have often felt that 
his preaching was among the most 
moving and penetrating I had ever 
heard. The man had graduated 
summa cum laude from his col- 
lege and in seminary was a tre- 
mendously brilliant student. 

But I saw, bit by bit, a certain 
arrogance coming into his minis- 
try and into his personal life. Per- 
haps the fact that in secret he 
held on to the tobacco habit had 
something to do with it. I do not 
know, Perhaps the influence of 
one strong arrogant and worldly 
individual who made great im- 
pressions on him had something 
to do with it. I do not know. But 
little by little he began to lose 
out in evangelism and then be- 
gan to teach and preach hyper- 
Calvinism more and more. Now 


he would sometimes preach and}, 


give no invitation for sinners to 
accept Christ. Now he would 
sometimes say, “I do not know 
whether God intends for any of 
you sinners here to be saved or 
not.”” Soon he was utterly ruined. 
The waste, the sidetracking, the 


personal ruin which came to that 
man’s ministry and Christian life 
are heartbreaking. ft was brought 
by hyper-Calvinism and the stir- 
ring up of an arrogant spirit and 
the loss of concern for sinners 
that go with hyper-Calvinism. 

I am thinking of another young 
man. The president of the univer- 
sity from which he graduated told 
me that he was perhaps the most 
brilliant student they had ever 


hyper-Calvinists. But that is not 
characteristic of the Bible insti- 
tute movement, of the Bible con- 
ference movement in America, nor 
of the modern missionary move- 
ment, nor of mass evangelism. 


Hyper-Calvinism is the enemy 
of soul winning, of missions, it 
tends to satisfy the heart not will- 
ing to pay the price for soul win- 
ning. It appeals to the arrogant, 
the proud, and tends’ toward 


graduated. But here, too, this bril- 
liant mind met a philosophy which 
appealed to him. It appealed to 
him all the more because he felt 
that many could not understand 
it. It was too deep for most peo- 
ple, but not for him. He went into 
hyper-Calvinism. And _ then he 
went into all kinds of excesses— 
speaking in tongues, attacks on 
other Christians, etc. Hyper-Cal- 
vinism meant ruin in his case, 
disaster in personal life, disaster 
to his ministry. 

Some Christians, like Charles H. 
Spurgeon, have nominally held to 
Calvin’s position without spend- 
ing much time on it and without 
having their lives ruined by it. 
Spurgeon lived in a time when 
the two great clashing systems of 
religious thought were Arminian-

So 
Spurgeon nominally accepted Cal- 
vinism. And so there is an oc- 
casional reference to election and 
predestination in Spurgeon’s 
preaching. But it was with him 
not a major matter. He had a 
burning heart, the fullness of the 
Spirit, and so he pressed always es 
to get sinners saved. Unfortunate- cana | 
ly, those who followed Spurgeon] le | : 
in his Calvinism did not follow| » 
him in the soul winning. Those 
who followed him in the soul win- 
ning, thank God, did not follow 
him in the Calvinism. But Spureg- 
eon was. never an active and 
strong Calvinist in the sense of 
Calvin and the Westminster Con- 
fession of Faith, though he nomi- 
nally accepted the system of Cal- 
vinism. Whitefield was a Calvinist 
in the sense that he believed in 
salvation by grace and the secur- 
ity of the believer, but I find lht- 
tle evidence that he believed and 
preached predestination of sinners 
to Hell as Calvin himself did. 


Hyper-Calvinism and _ evange- 
lism are opposites. Wherever there 
has been a great breaking out of 
revival, whether the Finney re- a eg 


vivals or the D. L. Moody revivals, The POWER: LA 
or the Billy Sunday revivals, there - 
has been a retreat of the people eae “ 


from hyper-Calvinism. Wherever 
common people have been led to 
study the Bible, not as an exposi- 
tion of the Westminster creed, not 
to find certain doctrines of their 
sect or denomination, but impar- : ee i. 
; ; ; A strong statement! Yet it ts true tha 6 
tially, undenominationally, as the Lord's people in America hold this power over 
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soul winning prospers when hyper- 
Calvinism diminishes, and the op- 
posite is sadly true. 

How sad, then, to see young 
men from fundamental Christian 
colleges attend a seminary where 
their minds will be twisted by this 
human philosophy, where their 
concern for souls will ebb away 
and where they will come to wor- 
ship mind and logic, instead of 
loving and following the simple 
Word of God. 

It is true that Darby and Ar-

derous crash as the house falls and 
buries alive both Samson and his 
enemies. 


These two pillars become Sam- 
son’s tombstone. They were a fit- 
ting memorial of the broken pillar 
that Samson himself was. 


Samson A Hero of the Faith 


But the most surprising fact of 
Samson’s history is that his name 
is listed in Hebrews 11 on the roll 
call of the heroes of faith, and in 
the ranks of the people of God, 
for God Himself wrote an epitaph 
for Samson’s tombstone. And it is 
not what you and I, perhaps, would 
have written on these broken pil- 
lars had we done the writing, But 
for Hebrews 11:32 this sermon 
might have described Samson as 
a man blessed indeed by God but 
a stranger to saving faith, and 
destined to find his final place in 
the outer darkness. 


But not God. “‘By faith’ Sam- 
son was counted among. those 
“who subdued kingdoms and ob- 
tained promises” and because of 
this faith will be found among 
those who receive “a better resur- 
rection.” 


Now why do I mention the end 
of Samson before I have given 
you his beginning? Because I 
want you to see that Samson 
stands in the sacred page, not as 
an unbeliever, but as an example 
of what a child of God may be- 
come. Here was a man who was 
not only a believer in the God of 
his people, but a believer who had 
been consecrated and commis- 
sioned to a holy task—the na- 
tional deliverance of Israel.

world. Finally the world masters 
him, robs him of his strength, puts 
out his eyes, and sets him a slave 
to grind in its mill—a laughing- 
stock to the ungodly. Such is the 
unusual story of Samson. 

It was a holy and happy mo- 
ment when God’s angel told Man- 
oah’s wife that she would be the 
mother of a deliverer of Israel. 
Another Moses! A second Joshua! 
A new Gideon! What dreams 
Samson’s mother had concerning 
the future of her God-given, God- 
chosen son, 


As the child grew, “the Lord 
blessed him.” We read, ‘““The Spirit 
of the Lord began to move him.” 
Samson felt this power, rejoiced in 
it, and knew God had endued him 
with power from on high for the 
deliverance of his people. 


Marriage to An Unbeliever 
Leads to Trouble _ 

But Samson, like every other 
man, had another power within 
him, Although he was a believer, 
Samson knew the power of the 
flesh. The world made a strong 
appeal to Samson. And the day 
came when he had a terrific battle, 


not with a lion without, but with 


the lion within him. 
Two voices Samson heard that 


day. One voice reminded him of 


his holy calling as deliverer of Is- 
rael and of his Nazarite standing. 
But the other voice told Samson of 
the pleasures he would miss if he 
tied himself up too rigidly to God’s 
service. For Samson was young 
and strong, and of a happy and 
Sunny disposition, and when the 
second voice told him that the way 
of consecration was a joyless way 
—a life of impoverishment, of dull- 
ness, of self-suppression—Samson 
became discontented with his holy 
calling and began to half believe 
the Devil’s lie. 


Now it was while Samson was 
fighting this battle within himself 
that he went for a walk one day 
to Timnath, The Philistine invad- 
ers had settled there and these 
enemies of Israel were no company 
for Samson to keep. But Samson 
went for a walk to Timnath. There 
were plenty of fine people among 
his own folk for him to meet and 
to greet, but Samson wanted a 
change; he wanted a little variety. 
He had begun to believe he was 
missing some of life’s joys. by con- 
fining his friendships to the people 
of God.

Now anything can happen to a 
believer when he wanders into the 
Devil's territory. At Timnath Sam- 
son saw a woman and fell in love 
with her. The Devil knows his 
business: That is often what hap- 
pens to a Christian young man or 
woman who makes friends of the 
people of the world. Samson came 
home and asked his parents to 
arrange for the wedding. They felt 
badly and asked him why he would 
marry a heathen in preference to 
one of his own people. Samson’s 
reply was rude and abrupt. No 
apron strings for Samson. He said, 
“Get her for me.” 


Samson’s parents were broken- 
hearted, but they could not dis- 
suade him. What a grief it must 
be for a Christian father and 
mother to see their children start- 
ing to wander from God and noth- 
ing they may say to them is heed- 
ed. That is when parents must 
turn to God and pray the prayer 
of faith for their children. God can 
reach them when parents cannot, 
He is pledged to do so if we be- 
lieve. 

Samson's marriage to an unbe- 
Never was the beginning of his 
dewntall. Her heathen people be- 
came his relatives, his compan- 
ions, and finally his destroyers. 

I thank God for all the young 
people I am. able to reach by 
spoken message -or the printed 
page. To the Christian young peo- 
ple who read this message let me 
say as a faithful minister and 
friend—-if you would have a home 


that is a little bit of Heaven. if | 


you would avoid a certain harvest 
of sorrow and pain, do not marry 
an unbeliever. God's plain com- 
mand is to “marry only in the 
Lord.” God cannot bless a union 
that is contrary to His will. How 
could any Christian contemplate 
such an important step without 
God’s blessing? 

When I was a pastor in Mont- 
real a young man asked a Chris- 
tian girl of fine character if. she 


' would marry him. She said ten- 


derly but firmly, “No, John, I will 
never marry any man who is not 
an avowed Christian.” The man 
was moved by the loyalty to Christ 
of the woman he loved, It was Sat- 
urday night. He said, “I will come 
to church with you tomorrow 
morning, and give my heart to 
God.” He came to church. He ac- 
cepted Christ. I baptized him, and 
he became an honored deacon in 
that church. I later visited their 
home, It was a little bit of Heav- 
en. 

Following Samson’s marriage, 
he became a victim of the deceit 
and cruelty of the Philistines. His 
wife was first used as a tool 
against him in the solving of the 
riddle, Then she was taken from 
him and given to another. And 
when in anger he retaliated by 
burning down their cornfield, the 
Philistines responded by burning 
his wife to death! 

The path that leads away from 
God leads to trouble. Some of the 
eraves we dig are the results of 
our own sins. When Jonah ran 
from God, he found himself on a 
stormy sea. The prodigal found a 
famine in the far country. Do you 
tell me it costs something for a 
man to walk with God in this 
world? Yes, I grant it. But it costs 
a great deal more of joy, of inward 
peace, of satisfaction, if we do not 
walk with God. Samson learned 
that bitter lesson among the Phil- 
istines. | 


Sad Trail of Lust: Harlot 
Women and_ Disaster 


It is remarkable that despite 
Samson’s wilfulness God for a 
while allowed His Spirit to rest 
upon him. Yet this is God’s way 
with some of His disobedient chil- 
dren. He continues to bless and to 
lavish His kindness upon them if 
perchance His patience and ten- 
derness might touch their heart 
and lead them to return to Him. 


But God's patience seemed to be 
lost upon Samson. He had come to 
believe that his strength was in 
himself instead of in God. He 
probably deceived himself into 
thinking he could serve God and 
judge Israel without being too 
narrow and straitlaced. His un- 
godly alliance with the Philistines 
continues, His history grows black- 
er. He now does openly and shame- 


lessly what once he would never 
have thought of doing. He seeks 
the company of non-virtuous wom- 
en. What a_ sorrowful picture! 
What a= shocking contradiction 
was Samson’s life. How the an- 
gel who announced his birth must 
have shuddered to the tins of his 
wings at his downfall. This man 
who conquered the lion in the 
thicket is conquered by the lion 
of lust in his heart. 

There could be but one end to 
such a life. Since Samson would 
not turn for God’s angel of mercy, 
God will send out the angel of 
judgment. The angel finds him in 
the house of Delilah. The Philis- 
tines sought the secret of Samson’s 
Strength. Delilah seeks to betray 
him. At first he keeps the secret 
of his unshorn hair. He pretends to 
tell her the secret and then laughs 
at her disappointment. 

Poor Samson, so proud of his 
strength, so self-confident, laugh- 
ing at temptation, playing with sin, 
found that when God withdrew 
His Spirit from him he was ‘as 
weak and helpless as other men.

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sleep, and said, I will go out as at 
other times before, and shake my- 
self. And he wist not that the 
Lord was denarted from him. But

Dear Christian friends, doesn’t 
it make sorrowful reading? Yet 
there it is in the Book of God. 
And the thought that makes me 
tremble as I see believers living 
a defeated life without concern 
is that our record is also being 
written and we shall one day have 
to face that record and have to 
give account of our stewardship. 
If Samson was truly a believer, as 
Hebrews 11 seems to indicate, then 
his record will ever be before him 
since Jesus said, “My word shall 
never pass away.” Job said, “Be- 
hold, my witness is in heaven, and 
my record is on high” (Job 16:19). 
What a thought to contemplate 
as we survey the everlasting fu- 
ture.

Il. What Samson Lost By 
Worldly Life 


Notice what Samson lost by 
every unconsecrated, worldly, de- 
feated Christian loses and will lose. 
1. He Lost His Liberty __ 
Samson thought a consecrated 
believer lived in bondage, and that 
the devoted life of a Nazarite was 
a fettered existence, Alas, he 
found that God’s chains of love 
were sweet liberty compared with 
the fetters of brass in a Philistine 
dungeon. 


Sin promises freedom but never 
brings it. I meet joyless, back- 
slidden Christians daily who are 
shackled by evil habits. I see un- 
believers living for the world, the 
flesh, and the Devil, for whom the 
everlasting future means certain 
bondage in the dungeon reserved 
for the Devil and those who serve 
him. | 

I was urging Christians during 
a campaign to invite the unsaved, 
and when one member asked his 
workmate to come and hear me, he 
replied, with emphasis, ““Come,and 
hear an evangelist? Of course not. 
Why I came last year to your 
church to hear_an evangelist and I 
nearly got saved.” One could al- 
most weep for these dupes of the 
Devil. Living in bondage, they yet 
think they are free. God’s glo- 


rious salvation, the joy of millions, 


his wilful worldly life. It was what 


seems to them as a strait jacket. 
Was there any comparison be- 
tween the happy, sunny life of 
Samson when he walked with God, 
and the bitter, galling chains of 
Slavery in the prison house? 


2. He Lost His Strength 


The power of God that rested 
on Samson left him. He then was 
helpless. That is the price some 
of God’s people are paying for 
their compromise and non-separat- 
ed lives. They lose -their power. 
They may be doing God’s work— 
singing, Sunday School teaching, 
and even preaching—but there is 
no power, no fire, no Holy Ghost. 


3. He Lost His Vision 


“The Philistines put out his 
eyes.” They always do. Sin robs 
us of spiritual vision. It blinds our 
eyes to the beauties of God’s Word 
so .that the Bible becomes a dry, 
dull, distasteful book. It blinds our 
eyes to the needs of a dying world, 
and to the joy of soul winning. It 
blinds our vision of the world to 
come so that Heaven above and 
the coming kingdom of Christ on 
earth are lost to our view. Oh, the 
tragedy of being a blind Christian! 
“He that lacketh these things is 
blind, and cannot see afar off, and 
from his old sins” 


(iE yet; 129). 


4. He Lost His Joy 


There was plenty of laughter in 
Samson’s life before he went 
astray. Samson’s name 
“sunshine.” His riddle 


But all that was gone when poor 


groped in the darkness of the 
prison. The backsliding that robbed 
him of his power also stole from 
his heart his joy. 

It has ever been so with those 


In Jeremiah 2:19 we read, “thy 
backslidings shall reprove thee: 
know therefore and see that it is 
an evil thing and bitter, that thou 
hast forsaken the Lord thy God.” 
Bitter indeed is the word that de- 
scribes it. Will I ever forget the 
tearful wail of a Christian woman 
in my student days who said to 
me, “I wandered from God as a 
Christian, and I have been beaten 
with many. stripes.” Forty years 
have passed but the memory of 
that anguished cryhas never left 
ye. 1 cen hear it yet, “beaten with 
many stripes.” 

Dr. John Rice tells of a man 
who came forward in a meeting 
in Gary, Indiana, and said, “Five 
years I have been a backslider. 
Oh, Dr. Rice, five years is a long 
time to be away from home” and 
he burst into tears. Wnat a griev- 
ous loss it is to go through life, 
week after week, month 
month, year after year, without 
joy in one’s heart. Yet that is the 
price the backslider pays for his 
wandering from God. 


5. He Died Before His Time 

We are told that Samson “be- 
gan to deliver Israel” but the de- 
liverance begun was never fin- 
ished. Samson was cut off in the 
midst of his years. He died before 
his time. Not for a few brief years 
and a limited service did God give 
him his mighty strength. But Sam- 
son failed God and left an incom- 
pleted task. 

Other believers in Bible history 
have shortened their days by their 
persistent disobedience to the 
known will of God. Paul said of 
some members of the church at 
Corinth, ‘For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, and 
many sleep” (I Cor. 11:30). What 
a startling thought! How it should 
give the backslider pause. 

Finally, 


6. Samson Lost a Full Reward 


This is a loss that will last for- 
ever, and is one of the most com- 
pelling reasons why a_ backslider 
should turn his steps back to God 
without delay. Samson is found in 
the family of God because of his 
faith. We reach Heaven by faith, 
not by works, but our place in 
Heaven,-our privileges in. the serv- 
ice and worship of the everlasting 
future, the degree of glory and 
the measure of our reward, are all 
determined by our faithfulness in 
this life. 

Thus the supreme tragedy of 
the backslider’s unfaithfulness is 
that. his failure becomes written 
into the everlasting future. A

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ed service. A limited service brings 
a limited reward. And a limited re- 
ward inevitably means a limited 
joy. All Christians will be fully 
happy in Heaven, but not all will 
be equally happy. My fountain 
pen is full, and the Atlantic Ocean 
is full, but is there any comparison 
between the tiny capacity of a pen, 
and the bosom of the mighty At- 
lantic?

We shall see in Heaven 
the fruits.of our witnessing, our 
sacrificial giving, our earnest 
prayers, our faithful service while 
on earth; and as Paul said con- 
cerning his converts—-they will be 
our “crown of rejoicing.” Forever 
Paul and every faithful Christian 
will see the fruits of their service, 
and that will be one cause for 
their everlasting joy. The back- 
slider will forfeit this joy. In the 
nature of the case it must be. He 
cannot rejoice over fruit that is 
not there to behold. He has squan- 
dered his gifts, has dishonored his 
testimony, has grieved his Lord. 
He will not hear, ‘Well done, good 
and faithful servant” because he 
has not done well, nor has he been 
faithful. Instead he “shall be 
saved; yet so as by fire” (1 Cor. 
3:15). What a loss! What an etere 
nal loss! é

many times, but it positively de- 
clares that thy body shall. That 
same body which is now standing 
in the aisle, or sitting in the pew, 
if thou diest without Christ, shall 
burn forever in the flames of Hell. 
It is not a fancy of man, but a 
truth, that thy actual flesh and 
blood, and those very bones shall 
suffer—‘‘thy whole body shall be 
cast into hell.” 

But lest that one proof should 
not suffice thee, hear another out 
of the same Gospel, chapter 10:28: 
“Fear not them which kill the 
body, but are not able to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him which 
is able to destroy both soul and 
body in hell.” Hell will be the 
place for bodies as well as souls. 
As I. have remarked, wherever 
Christ speaks of Hell, and of the 
lost state of the wicked, He al- 
ways speaks of their bodies; you 
searcely find Him saying anything 
about their souls. He says, ‘““Where 
their worm dieth not,’ which is a 
figure of physical suffering—the 
worm torturing forever the in- 
most heart, like a cancer within 
the very soul. 

He speaks of the “fire that nev- 
er shall be quenched.” Now, do 
not begin telling me that that is 

etaphorical fire. Who cares for 
that? If a man were to threaten 
to give me a metaphorical blow on 
the head, I should care very little 
about it; he would be welcome to 
give me as many as he pleased. 
And what say the wicked? “We 
do not care about metaphorical 
fire.’ But they are real, sir—yes, 
-as real as yourself. There is a real 
fire in Hell, as truly as you have 
now a real body—a fire exactly 
like that which we have on earth 
in everything except this, that it 
will not consume, though it will 
torture you. You have seen the 
asbestos lying in the fire red. hot, 
but when you take it out it is un- 
consumed. So your body will be 
prepared by God in_such a way 
that it will burn forever without 
being consumed: it will lie, not as 
you consider, in metaphorical 
fire, but in actual flame. 

Did our Saviour mean fictions 
when He said He would cast body 
and soul into Hell? What should 
there be a pit for if there were 
no bodies? Why fire, why chains, 
if there were to be no bodies? 
Can fire touch the soul? Can pits 
shut in spirits? Can chains fet- 
ter souls? No; pits, and fire, and 
chains are for bodies, and bodies 
shall be there. 

Thou wilt sleep in the dust a 
little while. When thou diest, thy 
soul will be tormented alone—that 
will be a hell for it—but at the 
day of judgment thy body will join 
thy soul, and then thou wilt have 
twin hells; body and soul shall be 
together, each brimfull of pain, 
thy soul sweating in its inmost 
pore drops of blood, and thy body, 
from head to foot, suffused with 
agony; conscience, judgment, 
memory, all tortured; but more, 
thy head tormented with racking 
pains, thine eyes starting from 
their sockets with sights of blood 
and woe thine ears tormented 
with | 


“Sullen moans and hollew groans, 
And shrieks of tortured ghosts.” 


Thine heart beating high with 
fever; thy pulse rattling at an 
enormous rate in agony; thy limbs 
cracking like the martyrs in the 
fire, and yet unburnt; thyself, put 


in a vessel of hot oil, pained, yet 
coming out undestroyed; all thy 
veins becoming a road for the hot 
feet of pain to travel on; every 
nerve a string on which the Devil 
shall ever play his diabolical tune 
of Hell’s Unutterable Lament; thy 
soul forever and ever aching, and 
thy body palpitating in unison 
with thy soul. Fictions, sir? 
Again, I say, they are no fictions, 
and as God liveth, but solid, stern 
truth. If God be true, and this 
Bible be true, what I have said 
is the truth, and you will find it 
one day to be so. 


IV. Lessons for the Ungodly 
on the Resurrection 


But now I must have a little 
reasoning with the ungodly on one 
or two points. First, I will reason 
with such of you as are very 
proud of your comely bodies, and 
array yourselves in goodly orna- 
ments, and make yourselves glori- 
ous in your apparel. There are 
some of you who have no time 
for prayer but you have. time 
enough for your toilet; you have 
no time- for the prayer-meeting, 
but you have time enough to be 
brushing your hair to all eternity; 
you have no time to bend your 
knee, but plenty of time to make 
yourselves look smart and grand. 

Ah! fine lady, thou who takest 
care of thy goodly fashioned face, 
remember what was said by one 
of old when he held up the skull: 


“Tell her, though she paint her- 
self an inch thick 

To this complexion she must come 
at last.” : 


And something more than that: 
that fair face shall be scarred 
with the claws of fiends, and that 
fine body shall be only the me- 
dium for torment. Ah! dress thy- 
self, proud gentleman, for the 
worm; anoint thyself for the 
crawling creatures of the grave; 
and, worse, come thou to Hell 
with powdered hair—a gentleman 
in Hell; come thou down to the 
pit in goodly apparel; my lord, 
come there, to find yourself no 
higher than others, except it be 
higher .in_ torture, and plunged 
deeper in flames. _ 

Ay, it ill becomes us to waste 
so much time upon the trifling 
here, when there is so much to be 
done, and so little time for doing 
it in the saving of men’s souls. O 
God, our God, deliver men from 
feasting and pampering their bod- 
ies when they are only fattening 
them for the slaughter, and feed- 
ing them to be devoured in the 
flame. 

Again, hear me when I say to 
you who are gratifying your lusts 
—do you know that those bodies, 
the lusts of which you gratify 
here, will be in Hell, and that you 
will have the same lusts in Hell 
that you have here? The debau- 


chee hastes to indulge his body |. 


in what he desires—can he do that 
in Hell? Can he find a place there 
Where he shall gratify his Just 
and find indulgence for his foul 
desire? The drunkard here can 
pour down his throat the intoxi- 
cating and deadly draught; but 
where will he find the liquor to 
drinkein,.Hell, when his drunkén- 
ness will be as hot upon him as 
it is here? Ay, where will he find 
so much as a» drop of water to 
cool his parched tongue? The man 
who loves gluttony here will be a 
glutton there; but where will be 


i 
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the food to satisfy him, when he 
may hold his finger up and see the 
loaves go away from him, and 
the fruits refuse his grasp. 


Oh! to have your passions and 


yet not satisfy them! To shut a 
drunkard up in his cell, and give 
him nothing to drink! He would 
dash himself against the wall to 
get the liquor, but there is none 
for him. What wilt thou do in Hell, 
© drunkard, with that thirst in 
thy throat, and having naught but 
flames to swallow, which increase 
thy woe? And what wilt thou do, 
© rake, when still thou wouldst 
be seducing others, but there are 
none with whom thou canst sin? 
Do I speak plainly? Did not Christ 
do so? If men will sin, they shall 
find men who are not ashamed 
to reprove them. Ah! to have a 
body in Hell, with all its lusts, 
but not the power to satisfy them! 
How horrible that Hell will be! 


But hear me yet again. Oh! poor 
sinner, if I saw thee going into 
the inquisitor’s den to be tor- 
mented, would I not beg of thee 
to stop ere thou shouldst put thy 
foot upon the threshold? And now 
I am talking to you of things that 
are real. If I were standing on a 
stage this morning, and were act- 
ing these things. as fancies, I 
would make you weep: I would 
make the godly weep to think 
that so many should be damned; 
and I would make the ungodly 
weep to think that they should 
be damned. But when I speak of 
realities, they do not move you 
half as much as fictions would, 
and ye sit just as ye did ere the 
service had commenced. 


But hear me while I -again af- 
firm God’s truth; I tell thee, sin- 
ner, that those eyes that now 
look on lust shall look on miseries 
that shall vex and torment thee. 
Those ears which now thou lend- 
est to hear the song of blasphemy, 
shall hear moans and groans, and 
horrid sounds, such as only the 
damned know. That very throat 
down which thou dost drink shall 
be filled with fire. Those very 
lips and arms of thine will be tor- 
tured all at once. 

Why, if thou hast a headache 
thou wilt run to thy physician; 
but what wilt thou do when thy 


head, and heart, and hands, and 
feet ache all at once? If thou hast 
but a paitiin-thy reins, thou wilt 
search out medicines to heal thee; 
but what wilt thou do when gout, 
and rheum, and vertigo, and all 
else that is vile attack thy body 
at once? How wilt thou bear thy- 
self when thou shalt be loathsome 
with ~ every kind of = disease, 
leprous, palsied, black, rotten, thy 
bones aching, thy marrow quiv- 
ering, every limb thou hast, filled 
with pain: thy body a temple of 
demons, and a channel of miseries. 

And will ye march blindly on? 
As the ox goeth to the slaughter, 
and the sheep licketh the butch- 
er’s knife, so is it with many of 
you. Sirs, you are living without 
Christ, many of you; you are self- 
righteous and ungodly. One of 
you is going out this afternoon to 
take his day’s pleasure; another 
is a fornicator in secret; another 
can cheat his neighbor; another 
can now and then curse God; an- 
other comes to this chapel, but in 
secret he is a drunkard; another 
prates about godliness, and God 
wots he is a damned hypocrite. 
What will ye do in that day when 
ye stand before your Maker? 


It is a little thing to have your 
minister upbraid you now; it is a 
small thing to be judged of man’s 
judgment. What will ye do when 
God shall thunder out, not your 
accusation, but your condemna- 
tion, “Depart ye cursed, into ev- 
erlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels’? Ah! ye 
sensual ones, I knew I should 
never move vou while I spoke 
about torments for your souls. 
Do I move you now? Ah! no. 
Many of you will go away and 
laugh, and call me, as I remem- 
ber once being called before, ‘‘a 
hell-fire parson.”’ 

Well, go; but you will see the 
hell-fire preacher one day in 
Heaven, perhaps, and you your- 
selves will be cast out: and look- 


ing down thence, with reproving 


glance, it may be that I shall re- 
mind you that you heard the 
Word, and listened not to it. Ah! 
men, it is a light thing to hear 
it; it will be hard enough to bear 
it. You listen to me now unmoved; 
it will be harder work when death 


gets hold of you, and you lie 
roasting in the fire. Now you de- 
spise Christ; you won't despise 


Him then. Now ye can waste your 


Sabbaths; then ye would give .a 
thousand worlds for a Sabbath if 
ye could but have it in Heaven. 
Now ye can scoff and jeer; there 
will be no scoffing or jeering 
then: you will be shrieking, howl- 
ing, wailing for merey; but

haste; 

But darkness, death, and long 
despair, 


Reign in eternal silence there.” 


Oh, my hearers! the wrath to 
come! the wrath to come! the 
wrath to come! Who among you 
can dwell with devouring fire? 
Who among you can dwell with 
everlasting burnings? Can _ you, 
sir? can you? Can you abide the 


flame forever? “Oh, no,” sayest 
thou, “What can I do to. be 
saved?” Hear thou what Christ 


has to say: “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.” “He that believeth, and 
is baptized, shall be saved; he that 
believeth not, shall be damned.” 
“Come now, let us reason togeth- - 
er, saith the Lord: though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be 
as white as snow; though they be 
red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool.”

He worked unselfishly to 
bring all denominations into one 
council. 

11. Dr. W. Earle Smith, Co- 
chairman of the Crusade, is the 
oldest. secretary in point of serv- 
ice in the American Baptist Con- 


vention and highly’ esteemed 
among his colleagues. He is an 
able administrator, but his sym- 
pathies lie exclusively with the 
ecumenical movement and the lib- 
eral elements. Conservatives have 
had good reason to regard him as 
an enemy of fundamental Bap- 
tists. He did significant service as 
president of Northern California 
Council of Churches. Dr. Benja- 
min Browne, in an introduction to 
a book by Dr. Smith, indicates 
that he also served as president of 
the San Francisco Council of 
Churches. 


IT. The Inclusive Composition

The chief purpose of this com- 
mittee is to raise funds and influ- 
ence moral support of the Cru- 
sade.

III, Echoes from the New 
York Crusade 


The New York Times survey of 
January 26, 1958, required 48 
inches of newspaper space to give 
results from questionnaires sent 
to 504 Protestant ministers picked 
at random from the latest directo- 
ry of the Council of Churches 
which sponsored the 
Square Garden Crusade. ‘The 
Times’ conclusion: “fleeting im- 
pact.’”’ 159 ministers responded, in- 
cluding four Universalist and 
Unitarian churches. ‘The  para- 
graph that proved a_ shocking 
condemnation of the whole opera- 
tion was that which related to 
Dr. Fosdick’s church. ‘Riverside 
Church received 135. referrals, 
forty-seven of whom were already 
affiliated. Twenty-three moved 
away, thirty-four failed to respond 
to a follow-up, sixteen joined the 
church and fifteen are likely pros- 
pects.” This was one of the larg- 
est number of cards. Riverside 
Church is the famous Rockefel- 
ler -Church built by and for Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, who was 
for 25 years its minister. Fuller 
Seminary Professor Wilbur M.

vert benefit. The New York Times 
article said, “Marble Collegiate 
Church, whose pastor is the Rev. 
Dr. Norman Vincent Peale, re- 
ceived the largest number of re- 
ferrals—373. Of these, 184 were 
listed as new names. A comment- 
from a church spokesman said 
that there was no way to deter- 
mine how many of the new indi- 
viduals still attended church.” Dr. 
Peale was in San Francisco a 
couple of months ago to auto- 
graph copies of his latest book, 
Stay Alive All Your Life, and at 
that time he paid a_ deserved, 
glowing tribute to Dr. Graham. 
We believe that it would be 
good to observe at this point what 
a famous evangelicalist paper has 


to say about this book by Dr. 
Peale. The November 11, 1957, is- 
sue of Christianity Today, which 
was financed in part by Graham 
funds and whose managing edi- 
tor is Dr. Graham’s father-in-law, 
Dr. L. Nelson Bell, said this: 


“First of all, any emphasis on 


biblical faith is utterly lacking. 
Peale’s God is the God of all re- 
ligions, and all men have ‘the 
instinct of God and immortality’ 
(p. 300). God is never presented 
as Judge, nor even as Saviour. In 
the process of attaining help, God 
is essentially passive and is ap- 
propriated by men. Jesus Christ 
is quoted by Peale, though not so 
often as his many great friends, 
but there is no expressed regard

Dr, Peale was said to have been 
converted during the Crusade. 
Well-planted rumors. circulated 
freely through the evangelical 
cloakrooms of the country. The 
distinguished lawyer of New York 
City, James E. Bennet, wrote to 
Dr. Peale about this on September 
14, 1957. His reply came on Oc- 
tober 23, 1957, as follows: “Dear 
Mr. Bennet: In reply to your in- 
quiring letter of September 14th 
may I say that my son John ae- 
cepted Christ early in his life and 
the same is true of my daughter. 
Mrs. Peale was saved in child- 
hood. As to myself, I was convert- 
ed many years ago at a revival 
meeting in Ohio conducted by my 
father. We received 373 cards 
from the Billy Graham Crusade, 
150 being rededication of our own 
people and the remainder new 
conversions. Cordially yours, Nor- 
man V. Peale.” 


While the benefits of conversion 
would be immense in Dr. Peale’s 
case, this eminent proponent of 
“do-it-yourself religion’ doesn’t 
give much evidence if we care to 
judge by the weekly advice he 
gives in LOOK magazine, as indi- 
cated by these articles: “Q. I am 
Jewish, married to a Lutheran. I 
do not want to be converted, but 
would like to understand basic 
points of Christianity and to know 
if there is a common ground 
Where we can meet in our wor- 
ship. Can you help us? A. Your 
solution, it-seems, is to get beyond 
the forms* and appurtenances of 
your respective faiths and arrive 
at that which is fundamental in 
religion, namely, God. Make a list 
of your unities, rather than your 
differences, as for example, you 
both believe in God, in goodness, 
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in spirituality, in love, in mutual 
respect. Before trying to find 
unity in worship, learn to meet 
on the higher level of spiritual 
experience. The matter of worship 
will then be adjusted in your 
deeper God-centered fellowship.” 
—From a February, 1958 issue. 
“Q. I have been a regular church 
worker for several years, and I 
love it. Recently, I have taken a 
job as a chorus girl in a burlesque 
theater. I am not a stripper; I 
wear: long gowns in the chorus. 
Do you think I should give up at- 
tending church while I am on this 
job? A. No, don’t stop attending 
church. While yours is. perhaps 
not the most propitious occupation 
for spiritual development, try to 
make it a demonstration of Chris- 
tian living. Our function as church 
members is to raise standards by 
transmitting vital religion where- 
ever we are.’’—February 4, 1958, 
issue. 


John Sutherland Bonnell, liberal 
executive committee member of 
the Crusade in New York, is quot- 
ed in the New York Times of De- 
cember 2, 1957, as follows: “Mass 
evangelism at intervals may assist 
the work of the churches,” the 
clergyman declared, “but it can 
never replace them.” Holding that 
“one of the most serious defects 
in the crusade has been the over- 
emphasis cn statistics,” he said 
“the greatest results of this cru- 
sade cannot be put into statistics 
and tabulated.” He noted that 
60,000 decisions had been report- 
ed in the press, and said the 
phrase was “quite inaccurate and 
should be discarded.” 


The Council of Churches is en- 
riched by $67,618 from the sur- 
plus of the New York Crusade. 
The New York Mirror of Friday, 
December 20, 1957, p. 8, gave an 
account of Roger Hull’s report of 
the Crusade finances: “The re- 
maining $67,618 goes to the Pro- 
testant Council of the City of 
New York, Department Evange- 
lism, which initiated and supported 
the Crusade which had its incep- 
tion May 17, 1956.” 

“A Ministry of Disobedience” is 
the title of an article by Attorney 
James E. Bennet of New York 
which gives a final analysis. He 
said, “Furthermore, a friend of 
mine (a minister of a church on 
Long Island) went to the Crusade. 
Then he went into the inquiry 
room as an inquirer, and when 
the counselor asked him what 
church he said, “To be saved, must 
I have a church?’ The. counselor 
answered, ‘Yes, you must have a 
church.’ ‘Can I have a Catholic 
Church?’ ‘Certainly, if you want 
to,’ said the counselor. So he gave 
the name of a Catholic Church 
in his own locality. Two days lat- 
er the priest of that church calied 
him up; said he had the card, and 
would be glad to interview him 
as a prospective member of that 
church. I could cite many ipn- 
stances which have come to my 
personal notice. It was one of the 
most sinful acts of the whole Cru- 
sade, and caused,.and will con- 
tinue to cause, inestimable dam- 
age. There is no doubt that thou- 
sands of people have been assigned 


to Roman Catholic Churches, 
synagogues, _modernistic, liberal, 
and other forms of unbelieving 
churehes.” 

Forces of modernism solidly 
Strengthened ... Dr. Dan Potter 
Was reported in the Greenville 
Piedmont of Greenville, South 


Carolina (Jan. 11, 1958), where he 
was helping to set up a campaign 
for Dr, Graham in direct opposi- 
tion to Bob Jones University: “He 
said there were 1,700 churches co- 
operating with the Protestant 
Council before the Billy Graham 
New York Crusade and that now 
there are more than 3,000 churches 
cooperating with the Council.” 


More on finances for New York 

. The Christian Century -for 
January 29, 1958, said, “No report 
Was made as to how much of the 
money spent on advertising went 
to the Bennett agency, which han- 
dies the Graham promotion. A 
decumentary film on the Crusade, 
‘Miracles in Manhattan,’ is now 
showing in New York churches, It 
cost $60,000, as compared with the 
$20,000 limit on production costs 
for similar films set by the Na- 
tional Council of Churches’ com- 
mission on missionary education

Protestant Council of Churches 
expands activities as a result of 
the Graham Crusade.

7, said in part, “The Protestant 
Council for the first time has 
hired a full-time evangelism direc- 
tor, with a paid assistant and two 
secretaries. He is the Rev. Joseph 
F’, Quick....One hard, cold gain 
from the crusade was a cash sur- 
Plus of $217,618, of which $67,618 
remains with the Protestant 
Council of New York City to 
spark evangelical “follow-up” 
work. . . . In addition the Pro- 
testant Council’s general assembly 
meets next month to pass on a 
tentatively approved million-dollar 
evangelical drive here. This would 
include advertising, television, a 
summer camp for youth, and a 
new Protestant chapel at Idlewild 
International Airport.”

5. Dr.. Henry P. Van Dusen, 
president of Union Theological 
Seminary, where Dr. Graham 
spoke to a chapel service on Feb- 
ruary 17, 1954. In a letter ad- 
dressed to Dr. John R. Rice, and 
published in THe Stworp OF THE 
LorD on October 11, 1957, Dr. Van 
Dusen said, ‘“‘Let me say at once 
that I have been from the begin- 
ning a member of the Committee 
which is sponsoring his Crusade 
in New York and have lent it all 
possible support.

‘Ev- 
idence that Graham has grown is 
the present opposition to him 
by fanatically fundamentalistic 
groups. Graham’s emphasis still 
differs from mine, but what of 
that?

Fundamentalists are not the 
only ones who detect a change 
in the Graham message. 


V. From the Wider Scene Re- 
lating to Ecumenical 
~~Evangelism 


National Jewish Post and Opin- 
ion for June 14 carried an inter- 
view with Dr, Graham which is 
quoted in The Mediator, Third 
Quarter, 1957, p. 5: “Did the Jews 
kill Jesus, in Reverend Graham’s 
opinion? ‘No, I do not believe the 
Jews killed Jesus. I do not think 
He died with nails hammered into 
him. Rather it is our sins which 
killed him. It will be our love 
which will resurrect Him.’” Acts 
2:22-24 and Acts 5:30 would seem 
to be at variance, as well as Acts 
aie. 

A Graham folder on “Prayer,” 
distributed from the Graham of- 
fice, has this foreword: ‘‘The men 
upon whose shoulders rested the 
initial responsibility of Christian- 
izing the world, came to Jesus 
with one supreme request.” This is 
but one of the inevitable trends 
to be detected in the changing 
emphasis in the message because 
of association with and commit- 
ments to adherants of the Social 
Gospel. “Christianizing the world” 
fits in with his vision for the fu- 
ture as described by his closest 
colleague, Jerry Beavan, writing 
in American Mercury, June, 1957: 
“And the evangelist, with the vi- 
sion of those prophets of old, sees 
the day when men everywhere 
shall find that peace with God, the 
day when the power of the Gos- 
pel shall do in actuality all and 
more than communism promises 
in theory. And this becomes the 
broader goal of the Crusade.” He 
concludes with these words: 
“Christians in. the year of 2,057 
may look fondly back on Billy 
Graham and his associates and 
marvel at their accomplishments 
as Well. We are fortunate to have 
a closer look than they.’ We 
wonder where the Lord’s return 
comes in. This is pure post-mil- 
lennialism. 

The Graham-Ferre Visit to Col- 
gate Rochester Divinity School, 
one of the foremost rnodernistic 
institutions in America, gave Gra- 
ham. a golden opportunity -to 
preach the Gospel and set the his- 
toric Christian faith in sharp con- 
trast to the rank liberalism. of 
men Te Ferre. Dr. William 
Hughes Hamilton, Ph.D., William 
Newton Clarke, Assistant Profes- 
sor of Christian Theology and 
Ethics at Colgate Rochester Semi- 
nary, wrote an article in The 
Seminary Bulletin of December, 
1957, page 3, as follows: “The 
week beginning October 28th was 
one of those weeks at the Divinity 
School. Not because it included 
Halloween or Reformation Day or 
All Saints’ Day, though none of 
these facts are irrelevant. But be- 
cause it was the week that con- 
tained both the brief visit of Dr. 
Billy Graham and the visit of Dr. 
Nels Ferre as leader of the all- 
school retreat .... Very few of 
the school community came to Dr. 
Graham’s address with antago- 
nism. There is very little profes- 
sional anti-Graham spirit around 
. . » ». He made two points that 
stayed with us: the central need 
for a personal experience of Jesus 
Christ (or, he added, what Nie- 
buhr would call an _ encounter 
with the living God. A nice touch, 
and an impressive example of his 
extraordinary sensitiveness to an 
audience), and the utter necessity 
of personal discipline and prayer. 

These two central points be- 
came important retroactively, ra- 
ther than at the time we heard 
them. For when the retreat fol- 
lowed close upon, two days later, 
we heard and experienced the 
same two-fold truth from Dr. 
Ferre .... This encounter with 
God (and Graham was quite right 
in seeing that this is the way we 
put. the idea of personal experi- 
ence of Jesus Christ) was possi- 
ble; it was real, it was testable, 
and it could happen to anyone 


who was willing to look for it 
and nothing else. The day of re- 


treat reconfirmed and deepened 
this simple truth that emerged 
from the talk of Dr. Graham a 
few days before. This was an im- 
pressive lesson. First, a man 
identified with American funda- 
mentalism came, and we listened. 
Then, a distinguished theologian 
long identified with the attack 
against both fundamentalism and 
liberalism, came and spoke. And 
what they said, or what they 
meant, at least, was the same 
single thing. We have all become 
a little ashamed of our pigeon- 
holing minds. We have learned the 
same thing from two different 
pigeon holes, and we have seen 
that these may not be such dif- 
ferent pigeon holes after all. The 
week is still with us for reasons 
that are not hard to find.” 


VI. Local Developments in 
the Bay Area 


The Lakeside Unity Temple, 144 
Athol Avenue, Oakland, plans to 
enter the Crusade. A letter from 
Pastor Alma M. Morse on Febru- 
ary 6, 1958, said, “Yes, we are 
with the Oakland Council of 
Churches in backing the forth- 
coming crusade of Billy Graham.” 
She stated further, “I note in the 
Blu-Print captioned ‘News tor 
Conservative Baptists’ that your 
editor mentioned us here at Lake- 
side Unity Temple as being mem- 
bers in full standing of the Oak- 
land Council of Churches. I might 
say that we are and are glad to 
be doing our part in Protestant- 
ism for the Bay Area.” This gives 
some idea of the wide base of co- 
operation of the Crusade. This 
church advertises itself as identi- 
fied with the Unity School of 
Christianity. 

A memorable’ telecast . over 
KQED on Monday, December 16, 
brought Dr. John Bennett, dean 
at Union Seminary, and Dr. Rob- 
ert Thomas, liberal field secretary 
of Presbyterian Church before the 
screen together with Dr. Carl 
Howie, co-chairman of the Cru- 
sade. The Oakland Tribune of De- 
cember 17, 1957, reported, ‘Dr. 
Bennett declared that no city 
should bring Graham on his own 
terms. He disliked the idea of a 
large Graham team determining 
policy and conduct of the crusade. 
Dr. Howie assured Dr. Bennett 
that in San Francisco the local 
committee ‘will control policy and 
not the team.’ Mrs. Betty Lowry, 
public relations director for Billy 
Graham, said today that this was 
constructive criticism and lessons 
were learned in New York that 
prevent such problems in tthe Bay 
Area.” Hundreds of thousands saw 
this telecast and heard and saw 
this assurance of Dr. Howie. The 
article continued, ‘‘Bennett joined 
many other critics of Graham in 
his comment that Graham is sen- 
sitive to criticism and seeks ta 
grow from it. According to Mrs. 
Lowry, Graham has high regard 
for Bennett’s insight and observa- 
tions and a complete transcription 
of the telecast is being sent to 
Graham for study.” 

If, as this dispatch says, Dr. 
Graham is now sensitive to Dr. 
John Bennett's criticism and has 
high regard for his insight, it 
might be well. to take a look at 


his insight, .Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, New York, has. published 


Bennett’s book, Christian Realism, 
the latest edition of which carries 
the date 1947. In the chapter, 
“The Movement of Redemption,” 
he says the following regarding 
the deity of Christ: “I suggest 
that one way of saying much of 
what has been central in Christo- 
logical doctrine is to affirm what 
I have here affirmed, that Christ 
is in fact the center of a move- 
ment through which God has been 
at work most distinctivety for hu- 
man redemption. The conscious- 
ness of Jesus was that of a human 
individual. There are no qualifi- 
cations to be made _ concerning 
that and no additions to be made 
to it on the same level.” .... If 
we are to relate a statement such 
as this to the ancient Christologi- 
cal controversies it seems to me 
that it resembles most closely one 
of the convictions of the theolo- 
gians of Antioch (from the third to 
the fifth century)—that the union 
between Jesus and God was a un- 
ion of will. This can be affirmed 
without saying that the center of 
the - consciousness of us was 
identical with the center of. the 
consciousness of the eternal Logos 
or Son of God; rather we have 
to do with unity of will or purpose 
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between a human person who was 
separate in existence and God.” 

As to the question of Savior- 
hood, he says, “There are at least 
two ways in which we can express 
the truth in the historic faith in 
Christ as saviour. 


The first is 
to point to the direct influence 
of Christ upon us So the 


second way of thinking of Christ 
as the saviour is to see in His 
life.and death the beginning of a 
new environment for humanity.” 
In the same chapter he discusses 
the resurrection: “To affirm a 
resurrection of Christ’s physical 
body from the tomb is in the line 
of least resistance for the ortho- 
dox. To deny the event entirely 
and affirm the resurrection only 
as a symbol of a general principle 
is in the line.of least resistance 
for the religious liberal. I believe 
that we may remain in closer 
touch with the realities if we do 
neither, but rather affirm that 
all that we know of the event is 
that visions of Christ after his 
death were the means by which 
the disciples became assured of 
what was essentially true—the 
continuing presence of God as the 
Living Christ and as the Spirit in 
the work that Jesus had begun.” 

Modernists engage in name-call- 
ing... Dr. Albert T. Rasmussen, 
Pacifie School of Religion profes- 


sor, said in the Oakland Tribune 
February 13, p. 11, “The New 
York Crusade produced more 


members for modernist Norman 
Vincent Peale’s church than any 


other. There is a similarity be- 
tween the shallowness of Peale 


and the shallowness of Graham.” 
... The article said further, “Dr. 
Rasmussen declares that church- 
es that depend on a Graham cru- 
sade for new life are spiritually 
bankrupt....Dr. Rasmussen says 
that although Graham is a con- 
scientious man, his crusades must 
be regarded as superficial tech- 
niques. He claims the crusades 
sow seeds of division and skepti- 
cism among the Protestant church- 
es.” 

Western Baptist Bible College 
Board of Directors on January 31, 
1958, unanimously passed a reso- 
lution which had this final state- 
ment: “Be it further resolved, 
that we express our regrets that 
because of the inclusivistic condi- 
lions imposed we cannot give our 
support to this ecumenical crusade 
as a college, nor will we sponsor 
caravans to th® meetings, nor give 
promotion to the campaign in this 
college in any way, shape or form, 
and that we urge that Christians 
give themselves to new devotion 
in prayer that the purpose of God 
be accomplished in revival in these 
days of confusion and _ spiritual 
declension,” 

Finances are coming slowly... 
After working hard for a month 
with -her committee, Mrs. Wm. 
Lister Rogers told the committee 
of 100 on dedication day of the 
San Francisco headquarters on 
February 25 that only $25,000 had 
been raised toward a minimum 
budget of $431,000, An additional 
$25,000 comes from New York. 
The Chronicle of February 26, 
page 2, reported her, “I naively 
thought most of the $227,000 we 
need could be raised from local 
corporations.” She told the Gener- 
al Committee, “But this has been 
difficult because nearly all of 
them have a policy against mak- 
ing contributions for religious 
purposes.” Strange that they 
didn’t know this from experience 
in New York. This causes us to 
wonder just how the Lord fits into 
a revival picture like this, when 
the world supports the work of 
God. 

Oakland Council of Churches 
reaffirms support . The Oak- 
land Tribune, November 24, 1957, 
p. 35: “The Board of Directors of 
the Oakland Council of Churches 
has reaffirmed a resolution passed 
in 1955, to the effect that the 
council is in favor of the Cow 
Palace crusade. However, it has 
advised each of the 51 member 
congregations they are free to de- 
termine the type and extent of 
participation.” 

“Spokesmen for. Seventh-Day 
Adventists churches in the Bay 
Area, in announcing a similar at- 
titude for their denomination, 
have indicated marked enthusi- 
asm among Adventists. Elders J. 
R. Ferren and E, L. Minchin re- 
veal that Adventists look upon 


Billy Graham as a ‘man of God 
being used in a mighty way. None 
can doubt his transparent sinceri- 
ty and his ability to rouse men 
and women to their spiritual 
need.’” (The Oakland Tribune, 
November 24, 1957, p. 35.) 

“The San Francisco Council of 
Churches generally endorses the 
mission.of the Billy Graham Cru- 
sade which is to come to San 
Francisco in the spring of 1958, 
but declares that the amount and 
nature of church participation is 
up to the individual conscience of 
each member church.” (Council of 
Churches News, October, 1957) 

American Council of Churches 
resolution meeting in state an- 
nual ‘session at Walnut Creek 
passed the following resolution, 
according to the Oakland Tribune, 
December 8, p. 20: “Dr. Graham 
is giving aid to the ungodly by 
giving tacit approval to their po- 
sition, program and.teaching; by 
forbidding the counselors to warn 
inquirers against false churches; 
by attempting to bridge the gap 
between modernism and_e true 
Christianity. We earnestly appeal 
to Dr. Graham to cease and de- 
sist from the unscriptural and 
ruinous course which he has tak- 
en, though we rejoice at every 
genuine conversion which has oc- 
curred through the preaching of 
the Word through the ministry 
of Dr. Billy Graham.” 

Special prayer request from 
Crusade office ... The first one 
listed on a pink sheet was this: 
“PLEASE PRAY... for the pas- 
tors and churches of the San 
Francisco Bay .Area whose. atti- 
tude and position in the communi- 


ty will largely determine the 
spiritual effectiveness and impact 
of the Crusade.” Fundamentalist | 
eyes are being opened to the fact 
that co-existence with the mod- 
ernists is unscriptural. No amount 
of prayer to the God of Elijah will 
change people whose first alle- 
giance will be to the Word of God, 
much less reach farther than the 
ceiling. 

Methodists vote on Cow Palace 
Crusade . . . Questionnaires sent 
from here to 603 Methodist 
churches, of New York brought 
340 replies, with 208 churches urg- 
ing San Francisco Methodists to 
give full cooperation. 223 said they 
would cooperate in another cru- 
sade, 51 said they would not. 180 
of them indicated that the crusade 
had beneficial results, 84 said it 
didn’t make any difference, while 
32 cited detrimental results, ac- 
cording to the Oakland Tribune, 
February 16, 1958, p. 24. 

Conservative Baptist Ministers 
Fellowship of the Bay Area posi- 
tionized themselves unanimously 
(twenty present. on March 6, 
1958) in this resolution: “Be it 
further resolved, that we express 
our regrets that because of the 
inclusive character of the spon- 
sors we cannot give our approval 
to ecumenical religious crusades, 
and that because of the inter-faith 
distribution of the converts, con- 
science will not allow us to co- 
operate with the endeavors or 
support them financially.” — 

We believe that Dr. David Mar- 
tyn Lloyd-Jones of the famous 
Campbell Morgan Westminster 
Chapel in London is absolutely 
correct when he says, “This chal- 
lenge confronts any church or so- 
ciety which seeks to maintain a 
distinctive evangelical witness.... 
Because the evangelical believes
